thing o v er $45 00. 
Mr. Hav ens in his early life m ar­ 
ried a d au ghter o f Elisha King. 
Mr. 
King gav e to Mr. Hav ens and his 
wife financial aid in a farm that was 
su p p o sed , by them, to be a gift. Mrs. 
Hav ens was an inv alid and Mr. Hav ­ 
ens sp ent a great amo u nt o f mo ney 
and a great d eal o f time in effo rts to 
res to w her health, bu t to 
no av ail. 
So o n after her d eath her father filed 
su it against Mr. Hav ens fo r $35 00, 
mo ney which he alleged was d u e him 
fro m his so n-in-law. 
The su it was 
tried befo re Ju d ge Bo nner and be­ 
cau se $15 00 o f it had been a trans­ 
actio n mad e thro u gh the bank the

We hav e but one lesson in this fa r- 
rea ch in g chapter which also looks on 
to the kingdom, when the twelv e apos­ 
tles shall sit on twelv e thrones judging 
the twelv e tribes of Israel (v erse 28 ). 
Acco rding to 
the 
harmony , 
there 
should come in the seq uence of ev ents 
between the last lesson and this one 
the whole of Luke x to x v ii and John 
v il to x l, but the opening v erses of our 
chapter giv e a suggestiv e summary if 
taken in connection with Mark x . 1. 
“ Great multitudes followed Him, and 
He healed them there: and as He was 
wo nt He taught them again.” He was 
ev er teaching them of the kingdom 
and showing them by His healing all 
manner of disease something of the 
nature of a kingdom in which the in­ 
habitant shall not say , i am sick, and 
the people that dwell therein shall be 
fo rgiv en their iniq uity (Isa. x x x iii, 24). 
Christendom of today , howev er, has 
no mo re use for kingdom teaching than 
it has for our Lord’s teaching on di­ 
v orce (v erses 3-12), and can this be 
wondered at when from so many pul­ 
pits it is declared that there nev er was 
a literal Adam and Ev e. completely 
setting aside the Adam and Ev e facts 
as stated by our Lord in v erses 4, 5. 
Why profess to honor Jesus ev en as a 
good man and set aside IIis plain 
teaching as if He knew nothing? Sure­ 
ly this ev il age must be fast draw ing 
to a close, and the kingdom must be 
draw ing nigh. 
Will y ou be there? 
Fro m the story of the little children 
o nward this lessou is also found in 
Mark x and Luke x v iii, and it is the 
first lesson since that on the transfig­ 
uratio n which is recorded by the three. 
To see the force of this we must con- | 
sider what we hav e just noted con­ 
cerning the large portion recorded only 
by Luke and John. 
In a v ery recent 
lesso n we had some teaching concern­ 
ing the children, but now we hav e a ' 
co ntrast in the little children and the _ 
rich y oung ruler between such as en- j 
ter the kingdom and such 
as cannot, j 
They brought 
these 
little ones—in 
Luke they are called infants—th at He I 
might put His hands on them and 
pray . The apostles are so out of har­ 
mo ny with the mind of Christ that 
they 
actually 
rebuke 
those 
who 
bro ught them. 
Jesus was much dis­ 
pleased and uttered the memorable 
wo rds which hav e ev er since been a 
co mfo rt to 
m ultitudes 
of 
mothers’ 
hearts. “Suffer the little children to 
co me unto me and forbid them not. for 
o f such is the kingdom of God.” “And 
He to o k them up in His arms, put His 
hands upon them and blessed them ” 
(Mark x , 14. 10). 
I like to associate 
with this act and these words of His 
the words of Zeeb. viii, 5. "The streets 
o f the city shall be full of boy s and 
girls play ing in the streets thereof.” 
Fo r, while that refers to Jerusalem on 
earth when it shall hav e become a 
ho ly city , is it not true that all true 
earthly joy is but a faint suggestion 
o f the joy s of the kingdom? 
Receiv e 
n is word, receiv e Himself, as simply 
and unq uestioningly as a little child. 
No w mark the contrast. 
Here is a 
y o ung man. a ruler, v ery rich, hav ing 
great possessions, morally v ery good, 
fo r he thought he had kept the com­ 
mandments from his y outh up. and 
certainly v ery earnest, for he. came 


running and kueeled to Jesus with his 
q uestion. "Good Master, what good 
thing shall I do that I may hav e eter­ 
nal life?” 
That he might see himself 
and his real need the Lprd set before 
him the commandments, for the inten­ 
tion of the law is to bring us all in 
guilty before God (Rom. iii. 10» that 
we, seeing our guilt and our helpless­ 
ness. may be willing to be justified 
freely by His grace. 
The law as a 
whole not seeming to affect him. for 
in his self righteousness he fancied he 
had kept all. our Lord brought him 
face to face with the first one. “Thou 
shalt hav e no other gods before Me,” 
by suggesting that he giv e all that he 
had to the poor and thus transfer his 
treasure to heav en, then die to self 
and follow Jesus, for. as one has said. 
“He who bears his cross is on his way 
to his ex ecution.” That ended the in­ 
terv iew. and he went away sorrowful. 
He was unconsciously an idolater: 
his wealth and his morality and prob­ 
ably his siandiug among men were 
more to him than Jesus Christ and life 
eternal; hence our Lord’s statem ent 
that it was nex t to impossi! !.» to r such 
to enter the kingdom. 
Rich j onple 
such as Abraham. Dav id. Zaccb. us 
and others hav e been sav ed, so that 
literal pov erty is not essential to sal­ 
v ation, but pov erty of spirit, a con­ 
sciousness of guilt and helplessness 
and nothingness before God certaiuly 
is (Isa. lx v i, 2; Luke x v iii, 13. 14; Matt, 
v, 3: Tit. iii, 5. 6). 
This stirs a q ues­ 
tion in I’eter’s mind: "Behold, we hav e 
forsaken all and followed Thee. W hat 
shall we hav e, therefore?” (Verse 27.) 
Then comes our Lord’s reply concern­ 
ing the kingdom with which we began 
the lesson. 
Compare His words in 
Luke x x ii, 28 -30. “Ye are they who 
hav e continued with Me in My tem pta­ 
tions. And I appoint unto y ou a king­ 
dom. as My Father hath appointed 
unto Me; that y e may eat and drink at 
My table in My kingdom and sit on 
thrones judging the twelv e tribes of 
Israel.” The promise for us is in Rev. 
iii, 21.

FERRETING MURDER MYSTERY 


Death o f Wealthy Trapper, Who se 
Bo dy Was Fo und in Charred Ruins 
o f His Ho me So me Mo nths Ago , Is 
No w Laid at the Do o r o f William 
Ashby , Who Has Been Held o n Sus­ 
picio n Pending Further Inv estigatio n.

5.—William 
Ashby , the son of a grocer, is under a r­ 
rest on a charge of m urdering Samuel 
Waddell, a trapper, whose charred 
body was found in the ruins of an old 
log cabin nine miles west of here, 
which was destroy ed by fire early in 
the morning of March 20. 
How the 
death of Waddell came about was a 
my stery , but since his death his two 
cousins hav e been at work on the case 
and little by little hav e accumulated 
ev idence which resulted in Ashby ’s ar­ 
rest. Waddell was known to hav e had 
a large sum of money on his person 
the night of the fire. 
He and Ashby 
and a man named Jam es Casner were 
in Lafay ette that night and rode out 
together on the Ashby wagon. 
Wad­ 
dell left the wagon at a cross-roads 
and went to his home. 
According to 
Ashby ’s story to the coroner and the 
grand jury , he continued on home and 
went to bed. 
He and his wife q uarreled last week 
and separated. 
He later came to the 
city , became intox icated and was ar­ 
rested. 
The police searched Ashby 
and found 
$250 
in his clothes. 
This 
was a surprise, as Ashby had alway s 
been regarded as a poor man. p Mrs. 
Ashby told the officers that* she sus­ 
pected her husband, and a pistol that 
was found on 
him is known to hav e 
belonged to Waddell. 
In the ruins of 
the cab:n was found $S,200 in gold and 
silv er. This had been hidden by Wad­ 
dell, who lived » he life of a hermit. 
The only thing not found 
was his re­ 
v olv er 
He was known 
to hav e had 
$1,000 in paper money on his person 
that night. 
According to 
the state’s 
theory this money was stolen from him 
and in the stealing of it he was prob­ 
ably murdered and 
Ids cabin set on 
fire. 
Ashby denies all knowledge of 
the crime. 
The police are working hard on the 
case, and while all the ev idence so far 
is circum stantial, they believ e they 
will be able to make a good case 
against the accused man.

Before Congressional Committee Ap­ 
pointed to Inv estigate Senator Gore’s 
Story of Attempts at Bribery , the 
Oklahoma Statesman 
Names Vice 
President Sherman as Man Quoted 
to Him as the Man Higher Up. 


Muskogee. 
Okla., 
Aug. 
5.—Jacob 
Hammon, former national Rep ublican 
committeeman from Oklahoma, was 
named by Senator Thomas P. Gore as 
the man who, on May 6, this y ear, of­ 
fered a bribe of $25,000 in Washing­ 
ton in connection with legislation af­ 
fecting the $20,000,000 Indian land deal 
that is now being investigated by a 
sp ecial committee from the house of 
rep resentatives. 
Senator Gore also declared 
that 
Hammon told him Vice President Sher- 
men, Senator Charles Curtis of Kansas 
and Rep resentative Bird McGuire of 
Oklahoma were interested in the deal. 
Senator Gore, after declaring that 
he had been ap p roached 
by Jacob 
Hammon, asserted that Hammon had 
said a man "higher up ” in the govern­ 
ment was “interested” in the contracts. 
Senator Gore at first said he was re­ 
luctant to name the man mentioned as 
“higher up ,” but later on, being p ress­ 
ed by Rep resentative Burke, chairman 
of the committee, declared that Ham­ 
mon had used the name of Vice Presi­ 
dent Sherman. 
“When I scoffed at the offer of a 
bribe, even if it were raised to $50,000, 
as Hammon suggested it might be,” 
testified Senator Gore, “my visitor 
(Hammon), in my office at Washing­ 
ton, went on to say that other mem 
bers of congress were interested in 
the 
contracts. He said Senator Curtis*was 
interested and Congressman 
McGuire 
of Oklahoma, was interested, and then 
he mentioned 
the name of a man high 
er up in the government. 
I was ap ­ 
p alled when I heard that name." 
“What was the name of that man 
higher up ?" asked Chairman Burke. 
“Well,” rep lied 
Senator Gore. “I 
don’t like to say . 
Indeed, I could not 
rep eat it 
without a great 
deal of re­ 
luctance." 
“Now, Senator Gore,” exp lained Mr. 
Burke, “this committee has come here 
to get all the facts and we want y ou 
to tell all y ou know.” 
“Well, as that is true,” resp onded 
Mr. Gore, “I will tell all I know. 
The 
man mentioned by Hammon as being 
higher up and interested in the .Mc­ 
Murray contracts was Vice President 
Sherman.” 
He then p roduced a newsp ap er clip ­ 
p ing to show that Sherman and Curtis 
had called on the p resident recom­ 
mending the general ap p roval of the 
contracts. 
No further questions were asked 
concerning the mention of Vice Presi­ 
dent Sherman. 
Ex-Senators Long of Kansas and 
Thurston of Nebraska, and Rickard 
Adams, a Delaware Indian, were also 
referred to as men who had an inter­ 
est in the contracts. 
Congressman 
Creager corroborated Gore's testimo­ 
ny . 
Creager said he had been ap ­ 
p roached by Hammon and offered an 
interest In the contracts if he would 
still the op p osition in congress. 
The 
contracts referred to are individual 
contracts with the Indians of the Choc­ 
taw and Chickasaw nations. whereby 
McMurray is to get IO p er cent of the 
entire p roceeds of coal and asp halt 
land and other .p rop erty of the tribes 
when sold. 
Gore said that he understood that 
Sherman was 
favorable to the con­ 
tracts. 
Later he said he did not care 
to imp each a high official of the senate 
on the word of a man of the character 
of Haminou. 
He referred to Hammon 
as a “man who befriended me in time 
of need.” and told how Hammon had 
gone on his note for $300 before the 
p rimary camp aign in Oklahoma. Gore 
p roceeding further about his conver­ 
sation with Hammon, said: 
“Hammon 
was to transact all the business and 
have the contract made with him. 
He 
said there would be no checks. 
It 
would be clean money .” 
He inferred 
that the money was to be p aid after 
the deal was made. Senator Gore con­ 
tinued. 
“I let Hammon talk on because I 
■wanted to get all the information I 
could on this. 
I went to La Follette 
and other senators and told them what 
had ©©curred." Gore exp lained during 
his testimony that it would have been 
absurd for congress to sanction the 
McMurray contracts which called for 
a IO p er cent fee out of the $50,000,000 
sale, as the government had already 
guaranteed to sell the land for the In­ 
dians without any exp ense to them. 
The land involved in the McMurray 
contracts included 450,000 acres in the 
Choctaw and Chickasaw nations. The 
mineral dep osits there are valued at 
$160,000,000, according to the geologi­ 
cal survey . 
The committee will remain in ses­ 
sion for four or five day s and then 
p roceed to McAlester, where they will 
go further into the details of the In­ 
dian contracts.
